WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
appears willing to adopt a blue- 
rjibbon panel's recommendation 
to "But the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
out of military operations. 


But Pentagon 
officials said 


WednesdayX-aird is unlikely to 
act until he has consulted all 
uniformed service heads, civil- 
ian secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Forced and key 
members of Congress. 


The defense chief also Was de- 


scribed as unlikely to override 
any major congressional opposi- 
tion to the plan. 


The proposal was one of 113 


recommendations made recent- 
ly by the White House appointed 
panel that urged stronger civil- 
ian control over military af- 
fairs. 


Laird is expected to adopt a 


substantial part of the panel's 
recommendations. 


The proposal to create a pow- 


erful new civilian deputy secre- 
tary for operations and a spe- 
cial military staff under him 
could create a clash with the 
joint chiefs. 


Some senior military men see 


the plan as a move to down- 
grade the chiefs, although the 
nation's top military leaders 
would retain 
their 
statutory 


functions as strategy advisors to 
the President and the secretary 
of defense and their roles as 
heads of the services. 


The military operational re- 


sponsibilities were 
given 
to 


the chiefs in 1958 under a direc- 
tive by then Secretary of De- 
fense Neil H. McElroy, and pre- 
sumably could be taken away 
again by Laird's order. 


However, Laird—who is close- 


ly attuned to congressional sen- 
sibilities—is unlikely to override 
any 
congressional 
objections 


that might develop. 


Senior members of the Senate 


and House Armed Services com- 
mittees so far have reserved 
judgment. 


In the past, Congress has 


strongly objected to anything 
which smacked of a single chief 
of staff. 


Some observers -in the Penta- 


gon suggest the high-ranking 
general or admiral who would 
head the new military opera-

Arrive, But 
Ho Festival

MIDDLEFIELD, Conn. (AP) 


— Thousands of young people 
doted the ski slopes of Powder 
Ridge today—«ven though the 
rock festival that they had come 
to attend was banned by court 
order. 


And the youths seem to have 


all but taken over the area. 


There are no uniformed police 


on the grounds and the kids 
were running everything—they 
passed out free 
ice cream, 


manned the medical station and 
acted as security guards. 


Louis Zemel, a co-owner of 


the resort, 
told the growing 


crowd Wednesday night that the 
festival was off and urged ev- 
eryone to go home. 


But most of the youths stayed 


through the night in sleeping 
bags, and tents. 


Most estimates indicated there 


were at least 7,000-15,000. 


State's Attorney Vincent J. 


Scamperino 
also 
urged 
the 


crowd to leave Wednesday and 
ordered all utilities at the facili- 
ty shut off by 8 a.m. today. But 
hours after that deadline the 
electricity was still on and the 
water was running. 


While some of the youths were 


working, thousands of 
others 


lounged around on the twin ski 
slopes, or swam in a pond at the 
resort or talked about the festi- 
val. 


"I bought 32 tickets at 57th 


Street, f i n New York City), said 
a teen-ager wearing a black hill- 
billy hat. "If we don't get our 
money back there will be trou- 
ble in New York." 


The tickets sold for $10 a night 


and $20 for the weekend, and 
promoters said there was no 
provision for refunds. Zemel 
told the crowd Wednesday night 
however that he was trying to 
get their money back. 


In the area where the young- 


sters camped signs boldly ad- 
vertised LSD and marijuana for 
sale. 


About 30 young people—some 


of them in street clothes, some 
in bathing suits, and some nude 
—swam in the pond. 


Scamperino said Wednesday 


that anyone who refused to va- 
cate the area would be subject 
to arrest by state police under 
the court injunction issued Mon- 
day. 


But there was no move to 


remove 
the 
youngsters 
and 


state police in the area manned 
roadblocks on town roads, stop- 
ping all cars, but letting kids 
walk to the festival site.

SAIGON AP) - The U.S. 


Command announced today that 
77 Americans were killed in ac- 
tion in Vietnam last week, 11 
more than the week before. It 
said the number of American 
combat dead in the past four 
weeks—276— was the lowest in 
four years. 


Another 510 Americans were 


wounded in action last week, 109 
less than the week before. This 
brought the total U.S. wounded 
for the June 28-July 25 penod to 
2.321. 


The four-week death toll was 


the lowest since 273 Americans 
were killed between April 17 
and May 14, 1966. The total 
wounded in those four weeks 
was 2,317, four less than in the 
past four weeks. 


The drop in American casual- 


ties during July reflected a gen- 
erally lower level of fighting. 
Except for occasional flareups, 
most action through the month 
was confined to patrol clashes 
and skirmishes between small 
units. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 323 government 
troops killed last week and 769 
wounded, virtually the same as 
the previous week. The allied 
forces claimed 2,240 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong killed 
last week, 67 per cent more than 
the 1,335 reported a week ear- 
lier. 


Ground action continued at a 


low level in South Vietnam, with 
the U.S. Command reporting no 
major ground contacts and only 
"light and scattered" engage- 
ments. U.S. B52s flew 10 raids 
in the Mekong delta and west of 
Saigon along the 
Cambodian 


border. 
The 
big 
bombers 


dropped about 1,500 tons of 
bombs on enemy storage and 
staging areas. 


In Phnom Penh, a Cambodian 


military 
spokesman 
claimed 


that air strikes last Friday 
north of Siem Reap killed 600 
Communist soldiers and wound- 
ed another 200 near the ruins of 
Angkor Wat. But allied officers 
in Saigon were highly skeptical 
of the report, saying there was 
no record of American, South 
Vietnamese or Thai air strikes 
in that area on that date, and 
they thought it most unlikely 
that the miniscule Cambodian

Army to Move 
Hem Gas 
In South

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Cornelius E. Gallagher, D-N.J., 
said today the Army is planning 
to move a trainload of nerve gas 
through the South this summer 
and then dump it in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


He said he's been assured the 


Army has taken every precau- 
tion to insure safe disposal of 
the deadly "GB" gas, now obso- 
lete and stored in liquid form at 
the Blue Grass Munitions Depot 
near I^xington, Ky. 


The route of the train is to be 


announced by the Army at a 
congressional briefing today, he 
said. But officials in Tennessee 
said they understood the train 
was to travel through remote 
areas of Tennessee to Atlanta, 
Ga., before being routed on to 
Wilmington, N.C. 


The gas is to be loaded onto a 


Navy vessel at Wilmington and 
towed 250 miles out to sea and 
sunk in 1,500 feet of water. 


"I was told only a nuclear ex- 


plosion 
could 
interrupt 
the 


train," Gallagher said. 


The train will be preceded by 


another carrying a large crane, 
chemical experts and extensive 
fire-fighting equipment, he add- 
ed. 


Gallagher, 
chairman 
of a 


House 
subcommittee 
which 


urged the Army to move gas by 
rail only if it were the last possi- 
ble means, said Pentagon offi- 
cials had explored 12 alternate 
proposals. A special independ- 
ent panel of seven scientists 
tried to find other means for a 
year, but could not, he said.

NFL-Owners 
Dispute 
Continues

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Like re- 


sponding to the bugle call for a 
last-ditch battle, veteran Nation- 
al 
Football League players 


grouped in Chicago throughout, 
Wednesday night in a show of 
strength against club owners in 
their bitter pension dispute that 
now threatens the game's struc- 
ture. 


A spokesman for the NFL 


Players' Association said that 
nearly 100 players had arrived 
by midnight. 


The motel for the gathering, 


conveniently adjacent to O'Hare 
International Airport, reported 
that more players were expect- 
ed and rooms were being set 
aside. 


It was a chain reaction to 


owners who announced they 
would unlock their training 
camps and invited "any play- 
ers willing to report" by 6 p.m. 
local time today. 


It was a move obviously aimed 


at finding out if any veterans 
would defy the NFLPA and re- 
port, thus making a wedge that 
could lead to fulfillment of the 
preseason schedule of games 
starting 
with the Cleveland 


Browns at the Los Angeles 
Rams a week from Friday. 


However, as time begins to 


run out solidification against tht 
owners apparently continued. 
By midnight, players' spokes- 
men from the Browns, Chicago 
Bears, New Orleans Saints and 
Kansas City Chiefs were among 
those definitely declaring they 
would not pass through the un- 
locked training camp doors. 


The world champion Chiefs 


were unique in the situation. They 
were granted a week to prepare 
in camp for the All-Star game 
in Soldier Field Friday night. 


The game is a charity event 


sponsored by the Chicago Trib- 
une which has netted some $11 
million since its inception in 
1934. 


Unless the dispute is settled 


the Chiefs will blow camp after 
the game. 


All player representatives ex- 


cept Jim Tyrer of the Chiefs 
were at the overnight meetings 
while the other players sat in. 
Tyrer, from the Liberty, Mo., 
training camp said that "the 
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players are prepared to sacri- 
fice the entire exhibition season 
if necessary." 


Ten teams are involved in 


games next week and all 26 the 
following week. 


The nub of the squabble is the 


demand by players for the own- 
ers to boost their four-year $18 
million pension contribution of- 
fer. 
The NFLPA is asking for 


$26 million. 


Sharpening the players look at 


their pension demands was the 
death from cancer in June of 
the Chicago Bears' Brian Pic- 
colo. His family, although re- 
ceiving insurance benefits, got 
nothing from the pension fund. 


A Piccolo benefit scrimmage 


between the Bears and the St. 
I/ouis Cardinals scheduled for 
Saturday in Rensselaer, Ind., 
has been postponed until further 
arrangements can be made. 


Whether the players arriving 


in Chicago were coming in on 
their own expense was not 
known. Mai Kennedy, business 
manager f the NFLPA, estimat- 
ed that some $150,000 already 
has been spent by the group 
during contract negotiations. 
He tabbed this amount as ad- 
ministration costs. 


Meanwhile, the NFLPA said 


it was "shocked" by the owners 
action Wednesday to open train- 
ing camps to veterans who wish 
to report. Rookies only have 
been in organized practices all 
along. 


"We were shocked," a players 


spokesman 
said 
Wednesday 


night, "that the owners did not 
notify the NFLPA of their de- 
cision and instead chose to go 
direct to the players. 


"It could mean the splitting 


of teams and we are meeting to 
prevent just that," he said. "We 
are confident that all NFL play- 
ers will support the association 
and we wUl do all within our 
power to resolve the dispute in 
accordance with the players' 
wishes. 


"But all players should be 


aware of the fact," the spokes- 
man continued, "that they can- 
not be penalized or fined for not 
reporting to camp, and that 
their right to strike and their 
standard players contract with 
respective clubs are protected by 
federal law." 


Owners originally were sched- 


uled to meet in Chicago today, 
but George Halas of the Bears, 
president of the National Con- 
ference, said that no such ses- 
sion will be held. He indicated 
they may get together some- 
time after the All-Star game.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Sunshine Is a Blessing 
With Several Drawbacks 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Sunshine, like most good 


things, is a mixed blessing. 
Daily exposure will give you 
a tan but it also carries a 
time bomb in the form of 
wrinkles and skin cancer. 
The cancer is readily cura- 
ble but the premature aging 
of the skin is not. It may, 
of course, be concealed by a 
face-lifting operation. 


In this respect, Negroes 


are in a favored position. 
Their skin pigment protects 
them 
f r o m the harmful 


effects of the sun and, as a 
result, t h e y usually look 
much younger than they are. 
For further proof you need 
only compare the skin of 
your face or the back of your 
hand with that of your lower 
abdomen or back. In even 
the elderly, the latter is 
usually as h e a l t h y as a 
youngster's. 


In a recent study, Dr. A. 


M. Kligman found that the 
damaging effects of sunlight 
begin early in life and are 
often severe by the age of 20. 
The skin of the ears and 
cheeks showed the greatest 
changes. The sun's rays are 
most damaging between the 
hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


Dr. Kligman advises all 


persons who must work in 
direct s u n 1 i g h t— sailors, 
farmers and sports partici- 
pants—to shield the exposed 
areas with appropriate cloth- 
ing or the application of cos- 
metic sunscreens, especially 
the kinds that contain para- 
aminobenzoic acid or its es- 
ters. These preparations not 
only give immediate protec- 
tion but also resist sweating 
and bathing.

O'Brien Has 
Formula for 
Democrats

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dem- 


ocratic National Chairman Law- 
rence F. O'Brien told party re- 
formers today the way to win 
the youth vote is to strive for 
peace, focus on pressing domes- 
tic issues, and avoid another 
convention like 1968. 


"In simplest terms," O'Brien 


said of the 1968 convention in 
Chicago, "we can pledge that 
we will do everything we can, 
as a party, to see that it never 
happens again." 


In remarks prepared for a 


special subcommittee of the 
party's 
reform 
commission, 


O'Brien said the young people's 
"memories are long, their char- 
ity short" when it comes to the 
convention. 


It does no good to point the 


finger of blame for what hap- 
pened, he said, but he added the 
convention did lay the ground- 
work for reform. 


The commission's subgroup, 


headed by Sen. George Mc- 
Govern, D-S.D., launched 
a 


hearing into the role of young 
people in the political and elec- 
toral process. 


"It will suffice to say that mi- 


nority groups, women and citi- 
zens between 18 and 30 must, 
under the guidelines, be fairly 
represented in state delegations 
to the 1972 Democratic National 
Convention," O'Brien said. 


He said he is working to 


achieve the guidelines at the 
state party level. "But we must 
remember they are but a first 
step in a program of reform and 
re-examination that will contin- 
ue indefinitely." 


To win the youth vote, he 


said, the party must stand for 
peace in Indochina, always re- 
membering the slogan "the 
cause of peace is patriotic."

Wholesale 
Prices Make 
Big Jump 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Wholesale prices have posted 
the biggest Jump this month 
since January, due mostly to a 
sharp hike in the costs of food, 
the government reports. 


The tabor Department said 


Wednesday the preliminary en- 
try for July represented a boost 
of one-half of one per cent in the 
Wholesale Price Index. 


That is 3.8 per cent above the 


figure of a year ago, and the 
biggest gain for any month this 
year since the four-fifths of one 
per cent rise in January. 


At the Western White House 


in San Gemente, Calif., George 
P. Shultz of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget noted that 
food prices ordinarily take a 
seasonal rise in July and reas- 
serted his belief that anti-infla- 
tion programs have begun to 
work.

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1970 Census 
205 Million 
for U.S.A.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 


statistical mural of a changing 
nation is emerging as the Cen- 
sus Bureau forges ahead in its 
count of an estimated 205 mil- 
lion people. 


So far, the 
Bureau 
said 


Wednesday, 
181,369,297 
have 


been officially counted, but that 
figure is updated every day as 
more local offices close and re- 
port their totals to Washington. 


Forty-two states are com- 


plete, at least in preliminary 
form, and five report fewer peo- 
ple than they did 10 years ago 
when the last Census was taken. 


The major change, however, 


is in the cities. Almost every re- 
port documents the flight of the 
population from the central cit- 
ies to the suburbs. 


Of the 44 areas reported so 


far, 18 central cities actually 
lost population, and most of the 
other 26 gained less than their 
surrounding suburbs. 


Most major cities and the 


largest of the states, except 
Texas, have not yet been com- 
pleted. In New York City, for 
example, the bureau had diffi- 
culty finding enough enumera- 
tors to contact people who had 
not returned their forms by 
mail. Newark Mayor Kenneth 
Gibson went from door to door 
accompanied by reporters and 
photographers to dramatize the 
importance of the Census. 


Of the completed states, popu- 


lation declines were shown in 
Mississippi, 
North 
Dakota, 


South Dakota, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. 


St. I/HI is is the largest city for 


which preliminary figures are 
available, and it snowed a de- 
cline to 608,078 from 760,028. 
Other large cities showing de- 
clines in the central city but in- 
creases in the suburbs are Mil- 
waukee, 
Wis.; Birmingham, 


Ala.; and Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
Minn. 


The Census figures are impor- 


tant to both cities and states be- 
cause they determine the num- 
ber of congressmen each state 
gets as well as the outlines of 
congressional districts.

State Moves 
to Enforce 
Vote Rights 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


special meeting of the state 
Board of Election Commission- 
ers has been called for next 
Tuesday to consider action to- 
ward implementing the 1970 
extension of the federal Voting 
Rights Act. 


Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller, 


who called for the meeting, 
said he would recommend that 
the board: 


—Consider what legislation, 


if any, would be necessary or 
useful to carry out the intent of 
the act. 


—Work out methods to regis- 


ter for voting citizens above 
the age of 18 with registration 
commencing soon after this 
year's general election. 


—Ask county boards of elec- 


tion commissioners to accept 
provisions reducing the voting 
age to 18 pending a settlement 
Of whether the section is con- 
stitutional. 


Last week, Rockefeller asked 


Atty. Gen. Joe Purcell 
to 


report on how the state could 
implement the act, but Purcell 
has not replied. 


Rockefeller said he hoped the 


attorney general would be in a 
position to report the findings 
of his research in state law 
when the state board meets. 
The governor also said 
he 


would ask Purcell specifically 
to advise the board of any 
state legislation that would be 
needed to carry out the act. 


U.S. Atty. Gen. John "N. 


Mitchell inaugurated the in- 
quiry by asking Rockefeller in 
a letter earlier this month to 
consult other state officials and 
determine what steps Arkansas 
would take in connection with 
congressional action. 
•The act, in Title HI, lowers 
to 18 years the minimum vot- 
ing age, but the Arkansas 
Constitution sets a voting age 
minimum of 21 years. 


The federal act takes effect 


Jan. 1, 1971, if it survives a 
court test of its constitutionali- 
ty. 


Rockefeller said he believed 


it proper to assume that the 
section lowering the voting age 
in all sections is constitutional 
until declared otherwise by the 
courts, although he personally 
doubts the constitutionality of 
the act. 


The governor said in a letter 


to Mitchell that the state Con- 
stitution sets residency require- 
ments in voting in Arkansas 
and that a conflict may exist 
with the voting rights act pro- 
vision eliminating residency re- 
quirements in the presidential 
elections. 


The governor asked Mitchell 


to offer additional remarks that 
might clarify the problem. 


Trade Quotas £-5 
Blocked by 
Veto Threat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Faced 


with the threat of a veto, the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has prolonged its ses- 
sions in an attempt to work out 
ao import-limiting trade bill ac- 
ceptable to the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


But there appears no likeli- 


hood of change in the two major 
protectionist 
provisions—man- 


datory quotas on imports of tex- 
tile articles and footwear. 


A committee source said Sec- 


retary of Commerce Maurice H. 
Stans told the committee in 
closed session Wednesday that 
President Nixon will veto the 
measure unless it contains his 
recommendation for repeal of 
the American Selling Price 
method of setting tariffs nn ben- 
zonoid chemicals. 


ASP, 
which computes tariffs 


on the basis of the U.S. price of 
similar articles, rather than on 
the 
foreign 
manufacturer's 


price, results in higher tariffs 
on these chemicals and a few 
other products. 


Repeal is a condition for put- 


ting into effect some negotiated 
concessions by foreign countries 
on a number of U.S. products. 
Trade negotiators contend ASP 
has become a symbol that ham- 
pers their efforts to bargain 
away various restrictions on 
U.S. goods. 


The committee has voted 


against repeal, 
but it was 


learned another effort will be 
made to work out an accommo- 
dation. However, the chances 
are rated slim unless the admin- 
istration rallies more support— 
especially on the Republican 
side—for its point of view. 


, The committee meanwhile is 
encountering rough going on a 
section of the bill that would 
give the president standby quo- 
ta-setting authority on a variety 
of goods if their increased im- 
portation threatened U.S. indus- 
tries. 


A formula for triggering such 


action has been adopted tenta- 
tively, but this is being restud- 
ied to provide more flexibility 
for the administration. 


Another controversial section, 


requiring that the present meth- 
od of controlling oil imports by 
quotas be retained, has been re- 
worded. However, sources said 
the effect is the same—to pro- 
hibit switching to a system of 
tariffs, as was recommended by 
the majority of a cabinet com- 
mittee. Nixon has not imple- 
mented the recommendation, 
pending further studies.

Try Wrecking 
Mideast Pact 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Sources in 


Tel Aviv said today the Pales- 
tinian guerrillas are planning 
heavy strikes against Israel 
from Jordan and Lebanon in an 
effort to prompt Israeli counter- 
attacks and undermine pros- 
pects for peace. 


The sources said there has 


been an escalation in guerrilla 
activity along the Jordanian and 
I^ebanese frontiers since Egypt 
accepted the U.S. cease-fire pro- 
posal a week ago. The guerrillas 
have rejected the plan, con- 
demned Egypt for accepting it, 
and have vowed to continue 
fighting. 


The Israelis said guerrillas 


from Lebanon set off explosives 
Wednesday night under a chil- 
dren's dormitory in an Israeli 
settlement in northern Galilee 
near the Lebanese border. A 
dozen children were sleeping in 
the building but there were no 
casualties, the sources said. It 
was the first reported guerrilla 
penetration of a settlement on 
the Lebanese border in six 
months. 


Military spokesmen also re- 


ported that an Arab infiltrator 
was killed Wednesday night in a 
clash with Israeli troops near 
the Damiya bridge over the Jor- 
dan River. No Israeli casualties 
were reported. 


Israeli and Egyptian artillery 


exchanged "extremely intense" 
fire today along the entire 103- 
mile length of the Suez CanaL 
Israel reported. Two Israeli sol- 
diers were reported wounded. A 
military spokesman in Tel Aviv 
said the Egyptians opened fire 
first.

the final toll will not be known 
for some time. But the Red Lion

lulled was "inaccurate and un- 
reliable." 


An official of the Red Lion 


and Sun said many of the villag- 
ers live in round, dome-shaped 
huts with straw roofs, a type of 
construction that would reduce 
the casualties. 


The Tehran Geophysics Insti- 


tute say the quake registered 6 
on a scale of 10, a force which 
one source said had proved dev- 
astating in past quakes. But the 
source said the quakes hit at a 
time—5:03 a.m.—when most vil- 
lagers were probably already at 
work in their fields, and this 
may have reduced the number 
of casualties.

American are contaminated by 
the poisonous residues. 


"We may now be experienc- 


ing the greatest environmental 
crisis in our history," said Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., chair- 
man of a Senate environmental 
subcommittee. 


The deadly mercury com- 


pounds even have been discov- 
ered in Vermont's Silver I/ake, 
an isolated body of water locat- 
ed atop a mountain and accessi- 
ble only by foot or four-wheel 
drive vehicle, the panel was told 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Winston L. Prouty, H-Vt., 


said the lake located deep in a 
national forest "has no industry 
whatever. But it does have mer- 
cury contamination." 


Vermont is not heavily indus- 


trialized, has none of the chemi- 
cal plants usually identified as 
prime polluters and uses almost 
no mercury-based agricultural 
compounds, Prouty said. 


Prouty said 20 states have 


mercury pollution problems in 
fish and water resources. The 
mercury residues remain in the 
environment for up to 100 years 
after dumping, he added. 


Consumer 
advocate Ralph 


Nader contended "the forces of 
industrial irresponsibility and 
official paralysis continued una- 
bated" despite early warnings 
from abroad and by environ- 
mental experts. 


"The 'discovery' of this mer- 


cury epidemic may be for envi- 
ronmentalists what thalidomide 
was to advocates of control over 
drug company abuses in the 
early '60s." he added. "That is, 
mercury may generate genuine 
concern and artificial remedies 
for the larger problem of envi- 
ronmental violence of which it 
is a part." 


Dr. Albert J. Fritsch, techni- 


cal consultant, to Nader, called 
for an immediate ban on mercu- 
ry compounds used as fungi- 
cides. He also proposed licens- 
ing mercury uses and imposing 
stiff penalties on direct emission 
of mercury into the environ- 
ment. 


The United States has con- 


sumed 16.3 million pounds of 
mercury during this century, he 
added, and "we doubt if more 
than a quarter of this can be 
presently accounted for." 


"If only half of this expended 


mercury is distributed uniform- 
ly and allowed to become solu- 
ble," he said, "our entire fish 
and water supply would be con- 
taminated beyond human con- 
sumption."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Democratic Committee, 
by a vote of 64-4, held Wednes- 
day that the expansion of the 
size of the 
Pulaski 
County 


Democratic Committee was a 
violation of party rules. 


The county committee had 


voted July 21 to expand so that 
all 559 candidates for the com- 
mittee would be assured of po- 
sitions. 


The state committee ordered 


the election of county commit- 
teemen in the Aug. 25 primary 
on the basis of the 271 positions 
authorized prior to July 21. Of 
the 271 positions, 255 are con- 
tested. 


The state committee ordered

ber of the liberal faction of the 
county 
committee, 
had 
ap- 


pealed the enlargement to the 
state committee. 


The fight over the expansion 


has been 
called 
a battle 


between liberal and conserva- 
tive factions in the county. 


At issue was whether the 


county committee had the au- 
thority to expand within 112 
days of the Aug. 25 primary. 
Mrs. Brandon said party rules 
clearly prohibited it. Moorman 
contended that the party rules 
did not deny this right and 
gave the county committee the 
authority to determine 
its 


membership in the absence of 
action by the county conven- 
tion. 


At Wednesday's meeting, 


Hardy Croxton of Rogers, act- 
ing as party counsel, notified 
the state committee that he 
found the enlargement in vio- 
lation of the rules. He said the 
rules give county committees
